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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed 16 December 2004. Claim 18 has been 
amended and no claims have been newly added. Currently, claims 1 8-22 and 25-3 1 are pending in this 
application. 

2. Receipt is also acknowledged of two separate Terminal Disclaimers each filed 16 December 2004 
to overcome the Double Patenting Rejection (37 CFR §1.32 1(c)). The terminal disclaimers filed on 16 
December 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent granted on this application, which would 
extend beyond the expiration date of the fiiU statutory term of U.S. Patent Nos. 6,1 19,944 and 6,655,597 
has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimers have been recorded. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 16 December 2004 have been fiiUy considered with respect to Fig. 9 
of IEEE, which the laser is always on and that the laser beam emitted by the always-on laser is deflected 
by the modulator and blocked or not-block by the shutter, thus the laser in IEEE is not pulsed (see 
applicant's remarks on page 5, filed on 12/16/04) and the applicant's arguments are persuasive. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 8-22 and 25-3 1 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of the records, 
Kahn, IEEE [Optical Raster Scanning Display Based on Surface-Micromachined Polysilicon Mirrors], 
Kajiki [Autostereoscopic 3-D Video Display Using Multiple Light Beams with Scanning, IEEE 
Transactions on circuits and System for Video Tech. Vol. 10, No. 2, March 2000-referred as Kajiki], and 
Plesko, alone or in combination with other references, fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed electro- 
optical assembly of the portable instrument projecting a bit-mapped two-dimensional image by 
controlling the pulsing of the Hght source to cause pixels at selected position of the beam in the light path 
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to be illuminated during the display mode on a viewing surface remote from the indica, as set forth in the 
claim.
